lion by the drought, flomo of that coun¬ 
try got Its last significant rain In 
August of 1982 and with normal 
weather patterns more rain cannot be 
expected before July. 1984," Bent sen 
said during debate on his amendment. 

"The Department of Agriculture 
declared 28 West Texas counties 
drought disaster areas last summer. 
Last January those 23 counties contain¬ 
ed about 617.000 cattle and about 
662.000 sheep and goats. Range 
specialists in that area now estimate 
Lnat 60 percent to 70 percent of those 
herds have been liquidated and more 
are being sold every day.” 

"The Department of Agriculture, 
under increasing pressure to provide 
desperately needed feed for the 
livestock of these ranchers, has an¬ 
nounced that they will lower the in¬ 
terest rates on Farmers Home Ad¬ 
ministration loans and will make 
regulatory changes to improve this pro¬ 
gram for ranchers." 

“Details of this proposal have not 
been made public yet and perhaps they 
will help. But most ranchers tell me 
they already have too much debt. They 
need something a cow can eat, not 
another note at the bank." "The Irony of 


this tragic situation Is that help is, 
literally, right around the corner."

he because Holstein steers don’t divert 
energy to lipid deposition (marbling) un¬ 
til they reach n certain age. 

But there may be other reasons. 

High corn prices and relatively low 
beef prices currently make it 
uneconomical to produce dairy beef on 




prices or higher beef prices could make 
production feasible. The current lull in 
dairy-beef production gives Schaefer 
time to come up with some answers. 

In one experiment, 19 of 21 Holstein 
steers on a finishing diet containing 10.6 
percent protein graded choice. In a se¬ 
cond experiment, only 60 percent of 
i steers fed a 12 percent protein diet 
1 graded choice. 

Schaefer plans to finish Holstein 
steers on rations .containing high, 
medium or low levels of protein to see 
whether protein levels affect marbling. 
To learn whether age also affects marbl¬ 
ing, Schaefer will vary the ages (11-16 
months) at which steers reach market 
weight. 

In the past, protein levels were reduc¬ 
ed to cut costs, not to affect carcasB 
quality. Perhaps it’s possible to restrict 
tne muscle growth of Holstein steers to 
encourage fat deposition. 


“From the Holstein cattle I’ve seen, 
there’s no danger that they get too fat,’’ 
Schaefer says. 

That’s somewhat of an understate¬ 
ment. Some meat packers have been en¬ 
couraging production of Holstein beef 
but worry that too many thin Holstein 
steers will be marketed. 

Marbling is not just a cosmetic at¬ 
tribute. Preliminary results of a study 
by Dennis Buege, meat scientist with 
tne UW Cooperative Extension Service, 
indicate that consumers find meat from 
carcasses grading choice more palatable 
than meat from good-grade carcasses. 

Schaefer also plans to find out 
whether high-forage rations are com¬ 
patible with choice-grade cattle. 

Preliminary results from an experi¬ 
ment in which steers were fed rations 
containing 90,76 or 80 percent grain In¬ 
dicate that, os might bo expected, 
feeding less grain increases finishing 
time. However, producers might be able 
to use that to their advantage if lipid 
deposition is related to age. 

It might be possible to feed more 
forage, thuB delaying maturity, until the 
steers reach the optimum age for fat 
deposition. 

Schaefer stresses the need for more

PRP Solves Special 
Problems With IRS 

Experiencing sn uncomfortable feel¬ 
ing akin to indigestion regarding an 
unresolved tax problem? If you have 
already tried the normal IRS romedles 
to solve your problem, the tax agency 
suggests you try its Problem Resolu¬ 
tion Program (PRP) office. 

The most common problems brought 
to thB PRP office are complaints about 
missing refunds, mixed up social securi¬ 
ty numbers, Incorrect billings by IRS, 
and situations caused by taxpayer er¬ 
ror, the IRS says. They cautioned, 
however, that the Problem Resolution 
should nbl be used as a substitute for 
normal procedures. 

Although most taxpayers will never 
need the services of PRP. the IRS says 
that taxpayers with a persistant tax 
problem will find PRP willing and able 
to help. Taxpayers can contact PRP 
through the IRS assistance number 
listed In the phone book under U.8. 
Government.
